COST SIX MILLION | 


Union Station to Build; 
Lease to U. S. 


Contracts for the construction of a 
new $6,000,000 postoffice terminal for 
parcel post and tragsient mail in con- 
junction with the new Union station 
were concluded yesterday. Arrange- 
ments have been made to begin work 
at once. The building will be con- 
structed by the Union Station company 
and leased to the government for a 
term of twenty years. 

Postmaster William B. Carlile said 
last night_that negotiations had been 
under way for eight months. Con- 
tractors say the structure will require 
eighteen months to build. It will be 
located between Harrison and Van 
Buren streets, just west of the river. 


It will be 800 feet in length, eighty 


feet in width, and six stories high, not 
counting the basement. Each floor will 


Bring Crider Out of Chaos.

The main pur- 
pose, however, of the new building is 
to handle the bulky mail—the so-called 
7 cordwood,” that makes up the ton- 
nage of the nation’s mails. Wagons 
and trucke from. either Harrison or 
Van Buren street will be able to drive 
directly up to the main floor and load 
or unload mail. There will be no con- 
nection with Canal street, except by 
the two aforementioned streets. 
Load Forty Cars at Once. 

Beneath the main floor will be the 
railroad tracks, connecting the ter- 
minal to the Union station railroads. 
There will be sufficient space for forty 
cars to be loaded at one time. The 
mail will be shot into the cars by 
means of conduits, elevators, and 
chutes. 

The five upper floors will be used for 
working and distributing the mails. In 
rush times other mail will be stored or 
handled there. It will require the serv- 
ices of at least 1,000 men, Mr. Galbraith 
said, to handle the mail. 

E. A. Howard, vice president of the 
Burlington railroad and chairman of 
the executive committee which repre- 
sented the railroads, explained yester- 
day that the action of congress in pass- 
ing legislation which allowed the pos- 
tal authorities here to lease additional 
space for parcel post mail was the loop- 
hole through which the successful plan 
was formulated.

One of the first results of the min- 
ers’ strike has been to throw a large 
humber of other workers out of em- 
ployment and thereby to increase the 
difficulty of finding work for 200,000 
ex-service men, who have been unable 
to get jobs since demobilization. 

Ex-Soldiers in the Ranks. 

Today’s march was intended to be 
restricted to unemployed ex-soldiers 
and, judging by appearances, a large 
‘proportion of the processionists have 
had military training. One of the ban- 
ners carried read, “ We are workers, 
not strikers; try us.” 
~A noticeable feature of the proces- 
sion was that nearly every group was 
headed by a red flag and most march- 
ers were red rosettes. In spirit, too, 
the procession was far less tranquil 
than most labor demonstrations of re- 
cent years. 

Altogether this first unemployed pro- 
cession was of a nature calculated to 
make the quiet citizen somewhat du- 
bious as to future developments if gen- 
eral conditions do not improve, 

Twenty-seven Casualties. 

The demonstration lasted but a short 
time.

Approached by French People. 

“TIT am sure that my words could not 
be construed to say that the French 
goverment has sent anybody to me. 
The thought I was trying to convey 
was that there had come to me those 
who spoke a sentiment which they rep- 
resented to be very manifest among 
the French people, but nothing could 
suggest the French government hav- 
ing violated the proprieties of inter- 
national relations. Official France 
would never seek to go over your high 
office as our chief executive to appeal 
to the American people or any portion 
thereof.

Americans have seen the chance, and 
to Sept. 1 had sent more than 17,000,000 
tons out of the country. That is at 
the rate of 25,000,000 tons for 1920, 

Deplore Idle Ships. 

The coal operators apparently are 
anxious to extend this growing for- 
eign trade. Their publication, the Coal 
Review, in its last issue complained 
that there are thirty steel ships repre- 
senting an original investment of $50.,- 
000,000, tied up by the shipping board 
at New London, Conn. It continues: 

“Counting the flotilla of wooden 
ships that is now Moored to piers or

Keeps Home Fires Burning. 

Sir Robert Horne, president of the 
British board of trade, is authority 
for the claim that the home consumer 
gets his coal between 33 and 34 shil- 
lings at the mine mouth, while the ex- 
port coal is sold at an average of 75 
shillings. He has claimed that the 
Parisian is paying twice as much as 
the Londoner for British coal, after 
eliminating cost of transportation for 
the Frenchman. . 

The policy of the British govern- 
ment, according to the officials now in| 
‘power, is to supply coal for home con- 
‘sumption at approximate cost as a 
means of rehabilitating British indus- 
tries and trade. The profit for the 
coal industry comes from the export 
and bunker business, and the govern- 
ment takes ninetenths of the profits 
from the export business. 

If the American coal operators are 
making more profits from their foreign 
trade than from the people of the 
United States, they have failed to an- 
nounce it. 


Sought Increased Production. 

It is the British theory that their 
policy relieves the people in the 
United Kingdom from the payment of 
a part of the national debt. So firm- 
ly do the officials believe this that they 
agreed, before the strike was called, to 
permit the miners to have the increase 
in wages they demanded, if they in 
turn would dig as much coal as before 
the war. 

The purpose of this proposal was 
to get more coal available for exporta- 
tion. From the. English viewpoint 
that would bring two results. It 
would get more money into the na- 
tional treasury and at the same time 
increase the sale of British: manu- 
factured products. At present these 
sales are not up to the pre-war Ievel

Americans here think the orphanage 
work deserves support. New York, 
rather than Constantinople, is blamed 
for the publicity.

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 18.—Confidential 
letters from ‘the files of the League to 
Enforce Peace, of which William How- 

ard Taft is president, were mtroduced 
into the record of the senate commit-

. tures here late today. 

D. H. Hunt, attorney for the com- 
mittee, who investigated the activities 
of the league, reported that, “in my 
estimation,” officials of the league have 
violated the Logan act, passed Jan. 30, 
1799, which prohibits American citizens 
carrying on negotiations with foreign 
gzovernments, or their agents, regard- 
ing disputes or controversies involving 
the United States, without the permis- 
sion of the United States. The act 
carries a penalty, upon conviction, of 

fines of not more than $5,000 and im- 
prisonment of from six months to three 
years. 

The senate committee sent Hunt to 
New York several days ago to investi- 
gate the activities of the league.

Throuchout the 
middle weét turkey raising districts 
have reported only three-fourths as 
many. birds as last year. There will 
be plenty of other fowls. 

Keep Eggs Fresh Nine Months. 

When its comes to the eggs, it’s an- 
other story. 

Through the perfection of sterilizers 
egg dealers say they are able to treat 
the product in a way that seals up the 
pores and prevents bacteria from 
either entering or leaving the egg. 
This allows strictly fresh eggs to be 
kept at a temperature of 50 degrees 
for nine months without in any way 
deteriorating. The cost of sterilizing 
is about 1 cent a dozen. vane 2 

The price of eggs, according to Al- 
ton E. Briggs of Boston, president of 
the association, will not drop much 
this winter. 

S. P. Smyth of the United States 
poultry: experimental service declared 
yesterday that eggs must form the 
basis of profit fcr the poultryman. 

Price Drop Up to Weather Man. 

“Under the most favorable condi- 
tions,” he said, “ poultry meat produc- 
tion does not pay. Too many poultry: 
men try jto make the money on meat, 
whereas the money is only to be made 
in fair return on the eggs.” 

As a final word to the public, the 
egg dealers said yesterday that a cold 
clear spell of weather will result in 
a lowering of egg prices, because that’s 
the kind of weather that reacts most 
favorably on the hen. 

While the poultrymen were in ses- 
sion an investigation of all cold storage 
warehouses in Chicago was ordered ‘by 
District Attorney Charles F. Clyne.
